Buffalo is a growing city, and must continue so, be- 
ing situated in the great tunnel between the East 
and the West. On one side trains of cars are leav- 
ing and arriving about every hour in the day, and 
on the other, steamers, propellers, brigs, schooners, 
sloops, and canal boats, keep up a constant commo- 
tion. But the business and enterprise of Buffalo, are 
hot confined to hurrying thousands of passengers and 
hundreds of tons of freight through the city daily, it 
has an extensive business of its own. One would 
judge from the splendid stores that have recently 
been built and filled there, that the business of the 
city must be not only extensive, but increasing. 

The temperance cause in this city and vicinity is 
exciting a good deal of interest. At a recent con- 
vention beld here, it was decided to abandon all par- 
ty connections, unless they would nominate men for 
the next Legislature, favorable to the enactment of 
the Maine Law, and nominate for themselves such 
men as they could depend on to carry out their prin- 
ciples.

The Baptist interests in Buffalo, have a steady and 
healthy growth, under the efficient labors of brethren 
Hotchkiss, Sheldon, and the pastors of the German 
and Holland churches. The German church was 
formed a few years since, through the instrumentali- 
y ofa German Baptist colporteur. Subsequently, 
the Holland church was gathered by the same indi- 
vidual. Both churches are now under the pastoral 
charge of Rev. Mr. Shoemaker, and additions by bap- 
tism are made nearly every month.

Thus the work, which was chiefly among the young 
people, went on gradually, and what isa very pleasing 
circumstance, rationally, without much noise or show. 
It was remarkable, how clearly they seemed to be 
convinced of their guilt, and lost condition, and of the 
justice of God in their condemnation, as well as of the 
method of salvation by Christ. Thirty-eight have been 
already added to Dr. Stillman’s church; of the num- 
ber is one of his own daughters, of a most amiable 
natural temper lately married; and ten more candi- 
dates for baptism were in the same Society, besides 
others hopefully brought to believe in Jesus. Thirty- 
three have been joined to Mr. Baldwin’s church in the 
course of the year, and of the above date they had a 
a number waiting for the holy ordinance of baptism.

tion. A few months will elapse ere the passage from 
Green Bay to the Mississippi River, now obstructed by 
numerous rapids, will be open for navigation. Kail- * 
roads are beginning to intersect the State in every 
direction. The crop of wheat comes in this year fine- 
ly. Money is becoming more plenty and the hearts 
of men are singing for joy. The tide of emigration 
brings to us some Baptists, and they may be found 
scattered in every direction, some having been so for- 
tunate as to bring their religion with them; while 
others unfortunately lost theirs by the way. The 
servants of Christ are at work gathering into church- 
es the scattered sheep,—but we need more laborers, 
for the work is great.

Tur “ Lake of Tiberias” is a perfect contrast to 
the Dead Sea, because of its surpasting loveliness.— 
Beautifully rounded hills, clothed in exquisite ver- 
dure, shut it in; the clear waters glitter like silver in 
the sunbeam. The snowy summit of Hermon gleams 
away tothe North; the battlemented city of Tiberi- 
as,at a distance, lends enchantment to the view. By 
moonlight the scene is quite as beautiful; besides 
those associations which throng the heart and bush 
the voice, that lift up the silent prayer, and make one 
feel, for the time, that be has lived long enough on 
earth. 

It is very singuJar that the most recent Jewish 
work upon Palestine, that by Rabbi Schwartz, coun- 
tenanced by the best scholars of bis people, should 
so entirely misrepresent this neighborhood, as it does 
also some other parts of Palestine. According to him, 
“one sees constantly an active intercourse carried on 
through means of small vessels, in which the inhabi- 
tants of the opposite side of the Jordan bring wood 
and other articles for sale to Tiberias,” p. 46. This 
is pure fancy work; they might do it if there were 
inhabitants, and if there were boats. But, except 
the roving Bedouin, there seemed to be no people on 
the eastern side of the lake—-nothing, indeed, but si- 
lence and desolation—and_ no boat is to be found on 
the still waters since the “ Exploring Expedition” 
purchased the last, which was afterwazds abandoned 
on the Jordan, and is a total wreck be this time. 
Neither do the inhabitants of this once proud city 
need wood, as their climate is exceedingly warm, and 
a little charcoal is the usual article for lighting the 
pipe or boiling the coffee. | 

The lake is now found to fill a concave basin about 
one hundred and sixty-five feet of greatest depth ; is 
about twelve miles long, and five broad; delicious 
fish of five varieties abound, and it is still subject to 
violent squalls, as in the Saviour’s time. Nothing

Tiberias, to be sure, has been greatly injured by earth- 

quakes; the last one, in January, 1837, completely 

levelled part of the city walls, filled op some of the 

streets with ruins, and, by its destruction of life, gave 

the poor people a warning, which they are not dis 

posed to take. But the other places along the shore, 

Chorazin, Bethsaida, Capernaum, &c., are entirely 

gone. The site of some of them is greatly in dispute ; 

half a dozen houses mark the location of Magdala, 

which recent travellers have fancied to be Caperna- 

um: but Tiberias is the only town worth naming; 

and that, though handsome enough when seen from 

the hill-tops, is a mass of poverty, filth, disease, Jew- 

ish fanaticism, and melancholy ruin. It is one of the 

four holy cities, Hebron, Jerusalem, Safet, Tiberias ; 

and thousands of exceedingly wretched European 

Jews, who come here to die, are stripped by the gov- 

ernment of nearly everything they possess, and 

through indolence, destitution, uncleanness, the de- 

bility and disease of the fevered atmosphere, and 

natural depression of spimts, no doubt die soon. We 

bad taken pains to see the Jews in various countries, 

and had wandered everywhere at the miserable quar- 

ters into which they are crowded, the ancient rags in 

which they pretend to clothe themselves, and the wo- 
begone visages, which tell loudly enough bow the iron 
of oppression has entered their souls. But, in Pales- 
tine, there is still a lower depth which these forlorn 

wretches have reached; more rags, filth, sickness, 
and despair. The cities they most frequent are es- 
pecially disgusting; the quarters given up for their 
abodes are amazingly uncomely and uncomfortable. 
It accounts a little for the different views given by 
travellers of the samé place, that Jerusalem, for in- 
stance, in the Christian portion, is as clean and well 
ved asit is disgusting and impassable in the Jew- 
ish. Only at Damascus do the Jews seem to live 
and flourish, decorate their persons gaily, fare sump- 
tuously, occupy houses gorgeous as an oriental dream, 
and amass fortunes in the eyes of all men, with none 
to molest or make them afraid. 

‘The Jordan was never thoroughly known until the 
laborious, successful, and really noble Expedition, 
permitted, rather than patronized, by our govern- 
ment. A British lieutenant indeed bad attempted it, 
but his untimely death deprived the public of any 
benefit from bis sufferings. Lieut. Lynch did his 
work so thoroughly that it need not be done again ; 
having answered the most interesting questions, some- 
times indeed in a very unexpected manner. 

As the Dead Sea has been reported to lie more 
than one thousand feet below the sea of Tiberias, the 
distance between these two expansions of the Jordan 
being but sixty miles, and no rumor existing of any 

reat falls, it was supposed that some serious mistake 
ad been made in the reckonings. The American 
party settled this matter quite satisfactorily. The 
distance between the one “ Sea” and the other is real- 
ly only sixty miles, but the Jordan makes two hun- 
of it by its perpetual windings; and though it 

has no cataracts, it has continual rapids, so that a 
wooden boat could not live upon the uneasy stream, 
and the one purchased at Tiberias had to be aban- 
doned because of its shattered condition. The Jor- 
dan is in fact a headlong mountain torrent, rushing

Aa oily, prickly burning, and very disagree- 
able sensation is experienced for some time after bath- 
ing; but the water itself has no smell, and the sul- 
pharous odor, more or less perceptible according to 
the season, comes from “ springs and marshes along : 
the shore.” Even in the coldest weather, the air in 
this sunken caldron is bot and suffocating. Travel- 
lers fee! feverish and — iightes — ‘eo a 
ropsical appearance ; t ightest scratc ors ; 
a heen sailors “ complained bitterly of the 
irritation of the sores whenever the acrid water of the 
sea touched them.” 

But the most noteworthy fact of this body of wa- 
ter, Humboldt declares to be without a parallel in the 
known world. The sea itself is more than a thousand 
feet lower than the Mediterranean, and must there- 
fore be the lowest sheet of the kind in the world; but 
strange to say, the northern haif is sunken nearly 
thirteen hundred feet below the southern portion, and 
upon examination, discloses a ravine running from 
north to south in continuation of the Jordan ; prov- 
ing that the river once ran through this channel, but 
by some monstrous subversion of land is now arrest- 
ed, and spread out in this molten bed. The southern 
part is supposed to have been the seat of the guilty 
cities of the plain; but if so, these sinks of hopeless 
sins were far be extensive and less splendid than is 
commonly supposed. The figure of the sea is more 
uniform than is generally represented, and its dimen- 
sions are about forty miles by nine.—. F. Quarterly

He would now, in all probability, be little inclined to 
ban the alliance, but would be more likely to aim his 
shafts at the hesitating policy that renders the “ Tur- 
baned Turk” such poor service against the Vussian 
autocrat. 

The explanation is easy. Christendom no longer 
fears the Ottoman power, but Europe has abundant 
reason to dread the restless ambition of Russia. The 
Czar’s darling object is to get access to the Mediter- 
ranean, without which the huge terrestrial bulk of his 
empire is incapable of any effective maratime develop- 
ment. ThegWestern courts feel interested to keep 
so colossal a power out of that sea. England, partic- 
ularly, is dependent on Turkey for the right of way 
by the nearest route to her Indian possessions, on

But why should Americans,—why, especially, 
should American Christians, feel any sympathy with 
the Ottoman power, which they look upen as the 
sworn enemy of their faith, whose conquests, they be- 
heve, were prefigured by one of those great plagues 
of the Apocalyptic vision? The Turk is unchanged 
in bis bostility to Christianity, and if be had his will, 
would make short work of Christian worship in bis 
dominions. Yet, such are the ways of Providence, 
we cannot doubt that a pure Christianity has a deeper 
stake in the integrity of the Turkish empire than Mo- 
hammedanism itself. 

The Christian populations of Turkey have suffered 
much from Mohammedan bigotry. But they have 
been allowed a measure of self government as regards 
their own discipline, which" they exercised with un- 
sparing rigor against dissenters, the Turk, half con- 
temptuourly giving effect to their bigotry. The de- 
pendence of the Porte on the western powers, howev- 
er, enabled England to exert a powerful influence in 
favor of the Protestants, and to obtain a firman for 
their admission to an equality of rights with older 
Christian communities. These rights were very lim- 
ited; the Turks had the power to inflict much op- 
pression and degradation on them, and such is the in- 
efficiency of all municipal arrangements, that local 
oflicers are often with great difficulty made to respect 
the law, some are guilty of coliusion with the persecut- 
ing hierarchy, and redress is slowly and hardly ob- 
tained from the court. Further concessions have beer 
made since the rupture with Russia, so that the Sul- 
tan holds the attitude of a protector of free Christian 
worship against the intolerance of nominal Christian 
churches. There can be no doubt, indeed, that a 
dread of the effect religious freedom will have on the 
Greek church in Turkey has bad some share in pro- 
voking the aggressions of the Czar. 

Let the Ottoman power be destroyed by Russia, 
and the most uncompromising suppression of al! dis- 
sent from the Russian standard of orthodoxy is inev- 
itable. Let the dreams indulged by some English 
visionaries, of the re-establishurent of a Greek empire 
at Constantinople, be verified, and the constitution of 
the Bavarian-Greek kingdom, declaring proselytism 
a crime, and the treatment of Dr. King, at Athens, 
may enable us to estimate the gain to religion by such 
a change. The gospel is safer, humanly speaking, un- 
der the crescent than under the cross, and the great- 
er the dependence of the Sultan on the powers of 
western Europe, the more secure are the interests of 
the evangelical churches. There can be no doubt, 
indeed, that a war would excite a fanaticiam on the 
part of the Turks, dangerous to all who bear the 
Christian name, and therefore a peaceful solution of 
the pending difficulties seems desirable. But a con- 
cession of the Russian claims would be as ominous of 
evil to the reformed churches, as it would be deroga- 
tory to the Lonor and independence of the Sultan, 
and to the good falth of his allies.

They are by no means ‘the strong men’ 
which our church and our age demand. We hope 
other seminaries have more encouraging reports to 
make; but from our knowledge of them, we fear 
they have not.” 

Whatever application may be found in the above 
to Princeton, we have heard no similar complaint in 
this latitude.

THE CHURCH ERECTION MOVEMENT. 

Ir will be remembered that at the anniversary of 
the Home Mission Society beld in Troy last May, a 
resolution was adopted to enter upon the creation of 
a permanent fund for aiding feeble churches in the 
erection of edifices for worship, and it was referred to 
the Home Mission Committee to devise a plan for the 
fund and its proper distribution. Our contemporary 
of the Evanyelist who has had his eye upon this move- 
ment and the action of the above named committee, 
says they have lately matured their plan, which em- 
braces among its features, proposals to make the fund 
in part permanent, using only the interest, and part 
circulating, as the donors shall designate ; appropria- 
tions to be made only to make the last payment on 
any church edifice; and will be made either in the 
form of loans, or donations, according to circum- 
stances. Before the appropriation is made, it is pro- 
posed to require that the church shall be finished, 
without any incumbrance, and will be kept insured 
for at least one half its value. The moneys are to be 
collected as the ordinary Home Mission funds—contri- 
bution being available for making life-members, &c. 
No specific time for collection is appointed, nor is any 
definite sum fixed upon—though the original action 
at Troy contemplated, we believe, the sum of $50,000. 
The Lutherans, it will be remembered, have resolved 
upon raising & fund of this description, of $50,009. 
Thus the fourth denominational movement for this 
great want of the age, is inaugurated.

J. M. Carpenter, of Jacobs- 
town, the same was chosen moderator, and brethren 
Taylor and Patten clerks. The letters revealed the 
same fluctuations in the pastoral relation, and in reli- 
gious interest, which are so often found to be the re- 
cord of most of our aseociations. Yet there is one 
feature in the doings of this body this year which 
made a favorable impression upon us. There was 
formed by the brethren, a Church Extension Society, 
whose express object is, to induce all who would con- 
tribute to the erection of meeting houses, to have 
their contributions pass through the hands of this 
society. It is believed by this method, there will be 
saved the expense of travelling agents, to collect 
funds, and also a better disposition be made of the 
funds devoted to such purpose. 

There seems to be a general desire on the part of 
the members of this association that special effort be 
made to increase the number of substantial church 
edifices throughout the western section of the State. 
By the last census of this State, the number of 
churches held by those sects whose teachings are be-

Some two hundred children have 
been induced to attend our schools; many a poor 
family has been furnished with the comforts of life, 
and received the sympathies of a Christian heart. 
The Board consider themselves fortunate in securing 
the services of so devoted a man, and warmly com- 
mend him to the confidence of every friend of Sab- 
bath schools. 
Special interest has been felt in the welfare of the 
local schools, which are four in number. These de- 
mand the favor of every Christian. The efforts there 
put forth, by devoted teachers, for the good of the 
poor, are highly commendable.

Rev. Dr. Neale, of the First church, said there was 

danger of becoming indifferent to an institution so 
common, and so old, as the Sabbath school. From 
this cause there may be less efficiency in teachers 
and superintendents, and less interest manifested on 
the part of ministers and the members of our church- 
es. This may be the cause why many are not con- 
nected with our schools that should be found there. 
In order to success in Sabbath school labor, he said 
there must be a deep, absorbing, aeart-felt interest in 
the work of teaching youthful minds—a work which 
calls forth more than any other, the best energies of 
the mind and the soul. This is one of the greatest 
and most useful employments, in which mortals can 
be engaged. Religious impressions are produced 
that can never be effaced. But in order fohave the 
requisite qualifications for so important a work, su- 
perintendents and teachers must be eminently pious ; 
their hearts must be deeply imbued with the love of 
souls, the love of the Scriptures, and the love of God. 
Unless the scholar feels that the truths taught come 
from the heart, they will not be received. 
Kev. Dr. Caldicott, pastor elect of the Baldwin 
Place church, asked, Is it true that the teachings of 
the Sabbath school are superior to those of other in- 
stitutions? Is it true that it is the Sabbath school 
that must give us energetic, benevolent, conscientious, 
pious men? What, he asked, have the arts and sci- 
ences—human knowledge—to do with immortality ? 
Much, if they are combined with holiness of heart, 
for then intellectual acquirements are all turned to 
good account. The Sabbath school trains the heart, 
and causes the knowledge, in other places obtained, 
to become a powerful instrumentality in the work of 
promoting the cause of Christ and pure religion. 
He alluded to the important missionary character 
of the local schools, and urged the members of our 
churches to be ever ready, by their prayers and their 
eflorts, to cherish and assist them. As a contribution 
was about to be taken, he hoped it would be a liberal 
one, and that the sum given by each would show that 
adeep interest is felt in these schools. He hoped 
some would manifest that they felt as much as five 
dollars’ worth of interest.
